His death in February and Gus Lor- 
ing’s in November have made us more 
deeply conscious of all that both ac- 
complished for the Museum over their 
many years of service.

In a 1938 Harvard Commencement 
address John Buchan, Lord Tweedsmur, 
spoke of three qualities of life essential to 
maintaining a foothold in an uncertain 
world. “These qualities,” he said, “all begin 
with the letters h-u-m: they are humility, 
humanity and humor.” Among those 
graduating that day was Gus Loring. The 
speech struck a chord in his mind and soul, 
and he would often refer to it later in life. 
“In the family we called it ‘The three-hum 
speech,” says Jonathan Loring. These three 
qualities characterized Gus Loring’s public 
and private life above all others. 

His dedication to the Museum rep- 
resented both personal commitment and 
continuation of a long family tradition of 
support and service. His great-great grand- 
father was Nathaniel Bowditch, author of 
The American Practical Navigator and an 
early President of the East India Marine 
Society. Gus’ father, A.P. Loring, Jr., 
was President of the Peabody from 
1942 to 1951 and his mother, 
Rosamond Bowditch Loring, 
was the first woman Trustee. 
As President from 1972 
to 1983 Gus led the

physical size of the Museum doubled, there 
were a large number of important acces- 
sions, great expansion of programs and 
development of a larger, professional staff. 
“Gus was a.great trustee,” said Museum 
Director Peter Fetchko. He wouldn't let the 
Museum waver from its mission,.and he was 
willing to give up short-term gains for the 
long-term goal of maintaining the mission.” 
Of Gus’ many contributions to the 
Museum, the one closest to his heart was * 
his gift of the Atlantic Neptune. J.-.W. Des- 
Barres’ Neptune was the first great marine 
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atlas of views and charts of the Atlantic 
seaboard from Nova Scotia to the Missis- 
sippi. Executed at the expense of the British 
Government and meant for use by the Royal 

Navy, they were of such exceptional accu- 
racy that they became the standard charts of 
the East Coast for over 50 years. More than 
once Gus demonstrated their accuracy by 
using them aboard his yacht. The views are 
probably the best contemporary pictures of 
the places shown. Gus’ gift was a labor of 
love over many years as vatious sheets of 
this loose-leaf atlas came to light.

Francis B. Lothrop first became Secre- 
tary of the Board of Trustees in 1955, and for 
the next 30 years served as Trustee and 
Honorary Trustee. He was one of the 
Museum’s most tireless friends, whose 
interests benefitted many areas. His interest 
in the marine print and watercolor collec- 
tion led him to begin an aggressive conser- 
vation program that was far in advance of its 
time. He expanded the George Chinnery 
collection and wrote the catalogue for the 
1967 exhibition George Chinnery and Other 
Artists of the Chinese Scene. Over the years 
he encouraged and aided a number of 
purchases and gifts.

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44" here's a lot of debate about the role 
of education in museums,” says Ellie 
Bailey, Director of Education. 
“Much of it may be unnecessary. A museum by 
its nature is educational, whether we’re speak- 
ing of programs for children, a scholar’s 
research or the experience of the individual 
visitor.” The issues, she believes, are more a 
matter of priorities. “With limited resources, 
a museum may have to make a choice. Is its 
primary goal to be preservation of objects, 
or creation of means to improve visitor 
access to and understanding of those ob- 
jects? There are no easy answers.” 

The role of the Museum’s Education 
Department includes school services, 
courses and other programs for adults, 
educational services for staff and members, 
and management of volunteer services. The 
major goal of the department is to broaden 
appreciation of the collection. “Museum 
education involves using objects, but | 
believe we should also be concerned with 
the people behind the collections,” Bailey 
says. “It is one thing to teach about nature 
with our Natural History collection, but that 
collection also tells us about a different set 
of values. It speaks clearly about 19th cen- 
tury perceptions of nature, which were very 
different from ours.” 

The programming which fills The Regis- 
ter’s Calendar is important, notes Bailey, 
and it is the work most visible to members. 
However, it forms perhaps 20 percent of the

department's activity. Most of the balance is 
devoted to school services. In the 1985-1986 
school year it served 10,000 children who 
came to the museum for classes, an addi- 
tional 3,300 who took guided tours, and 
2,500 in their classrooms. It’s preferable to 
have children come to the museum, says 
Bailey. “Seeing the collection is the core of 
the experience, but in some cases a school 
system can’t afford transportation costs to 
come here. By bringing a teaching unit to 
the school we can provide an enrichment 
program otherwise unavailable in the 
schools. Classroom programs help to shape 
the experience that children bring when 
they are scheduled to visit us.” The depart- 
ment’s school service activity is visible 
chiefly to volunteers and members who 
may be here during the school day. 

Classes are most often led by Bailey 
and staff educators Doris Mahaney, Mary 
Malloy, Ellen Soares and Clara Waterman, 
and museum tours conducted by volunteer 
docents. The docent program began in 1965 
with thirteen people, reports Bailey. “Today 
there are 59. In the last school year they led 
149 school programs and over 700 tours. It’s

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impossible to imagine what our job would 
be like without the docents’ skill and readi- 
ness to help, sometimes at very short 
notice.” Bailey explains that of the Depart- 
ment’s staff only she and Ellen Soares work 
here full-time year round. Most staff mem- 
bers have other duties in addition to teach- 
ing. 

Not all the department’s volunteers are 
docents, however. In a class by herself is 
Education Director Emerita Sarah Fraser 
Robbins, who founded the department 
more than 16 years ago. “Sarah still leads 
trips and remains an advisor to us. It’s a 
privilege to work with her. She has an 
unsurpassed sense of the Museum, and an 
amazing level of energy and enthusiasm,” 
Bailey comments. “It’s a very comfortable 
relationship.” 

Another volunteer, Penelope Beal, 
works four days a week in what Bailey calls 
“something close to an internship.” A 
recent Williams graduate, she is volunteer-

ing in order to broaden her museum educa- 
tion experience. After some months as an 
observer and participant in every level of 
department activities, she began teaching in 
January. 

Among the department’s recent ac- 
tivities two programs supported by awards 
from the Massachusetts Council on the Arts 
and Humanities have been particularly 
valuable. The oldest of these is The New 
England Voyagers Program, in conjunction 
with the Reading, Massachusetts public 
schools. The six year collaboration has 
enabled Museum and school system to 
develop exceptionally strong relationships, 
and to open up students’ geographical 
horizons. It has also led to an exhibit of art 
works by the students and their overseas 
correspondents. “The New England Voyag- 
ers exhibit was the first ever mounted by 
the Education Department. Mary Malloy is 
its curator,” says Bailey. A newer program, 
Science Everywhere, has proven effective in 
another sphere. Museum educators and 
Natural History Curator Rob Moir have 
developed eight curriculum packets which 
teachers receive prior to the Museum visit. 
These include pre and post visit acitivities 
which integrate classroom science with the 
visit. “Such materials help to structure the 
context in which the student's visit takes 
place,” explains Bailey. “One objective we 
have is to develop similar materials for all 
our activities.”

Ellie Bailey has a number of other 
objectives for her departments. One is to 
develop a general tour more specific to 
children. “A general tour has its place in any 
enrichment program,” she says, “but we 
now use a modified version of the adult 
tour which is not as effective as it might be.” 
Other goals include bringing programs to 
new audiences and developing a closer 
relationship with the Education Department 
of Salem State College. The latter, notes 
Ellie, is intended to educate teachers about 
the potential of museum experiences as 
teaching tools, not just field trips. 

The department has begun preparing 
for the 1988 opening of the Asian Export Art 
Wing. In January the educators began an 
in-service training program with William R. 
Sargent, Associate Curator of Asian Export 
Art. “Bill is introducing us to the planning 
notebooks for the exhibits in the new wing 
and to the objects themselves,” explains 
Bailey. “It’s a first step toward creating new 
activities and integrating the new collection 
into our programming. 

Many have said that education should 
be fun, Bailey concludes. “It’s important to 
realize that fun has many definitions. 
Perhaps we should be speaking of excite- 
ment: the most exciting moment, for learn- 
ers and teachers, is the one in which a new 
idea crystallizes into something to under- 
stand within the framework of our own 
experiences: < 
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MCFADDIN TO LEAVE MUSEUM 
Lawrence B. McFaddin, who has guided the 
Museum's development program since 
1982, announced his resignation at the end 
of 1986. He has agreed to remain in a con- 
sulting capacity until the end of March. A 
search is underway for his successor. 

“After 30 years as a development officer 
in several regional and national organiza- 
tions I’ve decided to look at other options,” 
he says. “The time has come to pursue a 
few personal interests as well as profes- 
sional ones.”

VOLUNTEER GARDENERS 

WIN AWARD 

It was announced late last year that the 
Pickman House Garden Project had won 
the Evelyn D. Cronin Horticultural Award of 
the Garden Club Federation of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

The project was begun in 1983 soon 
after the Museum acquired the Pickman 
House (c. 1680), by the Horticulture group 
of the Arrangers of Marblehead. The objec- 
tive of the project was to recreate a 17th 
century herb garden to enhance the 
grounds, and educate visitors and Arrangers 
members in the historic horticulture of the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony. 

“We compiled a list of appropriate 
plants from ship manifests, seed and cutting 
orders made by colonists, and from garden 
inventories taken before 1720,” reports 
Museum Volunteer and project leader 
Joanne Goodwin. “The effect we've 
achieved is very accurate but it surprises 
some people. In the 17th century, gardening 
was more practical and less sophisticated 
than it has since become. For one thing 
there was little separation of flowering 
plants and herbs, and for another things 
were allowed to grow up a good deal. As a 
result the look is pretty wild by today’s 
standards.”

On Tuesday, April 21 Museum volunteers 
will join with their peers from three other 
Salem museums at the Essex Institute for a 
special program during National Volunteer 
Week. The national observance, this year 
April 19-25, honors those who contribute to 
their communities through volunteer ser- 
vice. The local event is co-sponsored by the 
Essex Institute, the Peabody, the House of 
the Seven Gables and the Salem Maritime 
National Historic Site. 

This year’s program will feature the 
Prince Mere Readers, from Gordon College, 
in a dramatic reading adapted from The 
Scarlet Letter by Nathaniel Hawthorne. The 
program will be presented in Plummer Hall 
at the Essex Institute and a reception will 
follow. 


The closing weeks of 1986 saw a number of 
very important accessions. 

The Maritime History Department has 
received a well-known watercolor by John 
Singer Sargent, “On the Deck of the Yacht 
Constellation,” dated 1924. The painting 
depicts Commodore Herbert Sears and was 
given by Mrs. Bayard Warren in memory of 
her husband who died in 1985. 





Constellation was an iron, centerboard 
schooner yacht designed by Edward Burgess 
and launched in 1888. Her home port for 
many years, including the time of this 
painting, was Marblehead. Constellation 
was a well known presence in the harbor 
until taken out of service in 1941. 





The Museum's Roux collection has 
been enriched by the gift of three water- 
colors: La Pomone, with French flag, by la Pomone 
Francois Roux; 1822; Le Soleil, Captain 
Belecourt, in 1819, by Frederic Roux, 1835; ie 
and Coursaire le Dubourdieu, by Antoine | 
Roux, 1821. The paintings are the gift of Mrs. 
Franc Ingraham. 

The painting of La Pomone may be the 
original from which Frederic Roux copied a 
remarkable watercolor in 1866, a gift from 
the Richard Wheatland collection in 1977. 
That of Le Soleil is unusual in that the vessel 
is shown under the white ensign of the 
restored Bourbon monarchy (1814-1830). 
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The Natural History Department has 
received a very remarkable and important 
addition to its decoy collection, an early 
decorative carving of a black duck by A. 
Elmer Crowell of East Harwich, Mass., 

among the best known of American decoy 

~ carvers. The work, c. 1910, represents the 
completion of amovement by decoy makers 
toward creation of strictly artistic birds. That 
movement reflected a change in social 
attitudes and heightened appreciation of 
waterfowl, which set the stage for the first 
waterfowl protection act in 1918. The carving 
is the gift of Virginia and Harry Sprong.

We are particularly pleased to welcome two 
new overseas members to the Museum 
family. 

Mr. Byung-Duk Yu, businessman of 
Seoul, Korea, has become a Contributing 
Fellow. Mr. Yu is the grandson of Yu Kil- 
Chun, a member of the first diplomatic 
mission to the U.S. from Korea in 1883. Yu 
became a protege of Edward S. Morse, who 
helped him prepare for study at Governor 
Dummer Academy, Byfield, Mass., and 
looked after his welfare while in this coun- 
try. Yu Kil-Chun gave Korean artifacts to the 
Museum, and his grandson came to see the 
artifacts and letters from his grandfather in 
the Morse collection. 

The corporate membership of Rajkissen 
Radhakissen Mitter of Calcutta, India, is our 
first from that nation. The firm’s name was 
once better known in Salem and Boston 
than it is today. In the heyday of American 
trade with India the firm was one of the 
most important in Calcutta’s American 
trade. Mr. Kunal Mitra, today a principal of 
the firm, visited the Museum in 1986 and 
renewed acquaintances with American 
descendants of one of the Yankee traders 
with whom his family did business early in 
the 19th century. Mitra’s great-great grand- 
father was Raj Kissen Mitter, whose portrait 
statue was given to the Museum in 1850. 
That statue now presides over the exhibition 
Yankee Traders and Indian Merchants.
